The answer is, 
it would deprive us of the use of a 
mouey for small exchanges, It 
would be giving up a great con- 
venience. It would be a calamity 


to the world if the whole stock of 


silver were converted into gold, or 
that of gold into silver. Gold is 
adapted to large transactions; sil- 
ver tosmall. When values are to 
be exchanged which am»unt to 
thousands and millions, gold is tbe 
convenient money; but for the 
tens of thousands of small transac- 
tions that are daily occurring out- 
side the banking circle silyer is the 
convenient coin. In the growth of 
our civilization and business we 
have found that convenience has 
forced us to adopt the paper dol- 
lar, as well as the metal dollar, and 
even in the fractional money it is a 
mooted question if it was not a 
step backward when we dispensed 
with the paper half and quarter- 
dollar. 

There can hardly be a surer test 
of the civilization of a people than 
that which is shown in their facili- 
ties and conveniences for transact- 
ing their daily business. In that 
respect we are ahead of all others, 
not only in the amount of trade 
carried on among ourselves, but in 
the means which we have created 
for its easy and expeditious move- 
ment. Tokeep the primacy which 
we now hold, we must retain all 
the means now employed and grasp 
all others within our reach. We 
must not only keep our present 
mileage of railroads and telegraph 
lines, but build more; not only 
keep our present vehicles of trans- 
portation, but increase them. As 
our population increases and its 
labor multiplies its products for 
exchange, all the means for effect- 
ing that exchange must keep pgce 
with the national growth; and it 
is just as essential to the national 
prosperity that our circulation 
should increase as it is that rail- 
roads, telegraphs, steamships and 
wagons shou'd. To close the 
doors even partially against either 
gold or silyer isa step backward; 
to throw them wide for both is to 
advance forward. 


THe Tahoe proposition is of far 
more importance to this commun- 
ity than the majority of people im- 
agine and should be attended to at 
once. After Von Schmidt’s scheme 
has been accepted by the San Fran- 
cisco Board of Supervisors and 
work has been commenced, it will 
be more difficult to head him off 
than it would be now. Ifthe San 


Francisco Supervisors could be« 


made to see that they are infring- 
ing on Nevada’s rights by encour- 
-aging the scheme, and that a big 
lawsuit would be the fruits of their 
labors in that direction, we do not 
believe they would be anxious to 
enter into the agreement. If the 
people of this community do not 
take interest enough 1n the matter 
to make a move soon, they will 


only have themselves to blame if the | 


proposition materializes. Sooner 
or later we shall be obliged to 
make a move in order to protect 
ourselves, and it oceurs to us that 
now is the time to make it. a 
San Francisco has only heard 
Von Schmidt's side of the story 
yet, and that is so cunningly 
worded that it looks perfectly 
feasible. It is of no more interest 
to the GazeTTe than to every 
man, woman and child living 


within the county. But what is. 


everybody’s business is nobody’s 
business, and we dislike to have 
the Board in question act without 
hearing our side of the story. A 
set of resolutions can be adopted
